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| 
Is there room for the Church today? Some people would say, no; some | 
would say it makes little difference how we answer the question. I would | 
say it depends upon the attitude of the members and of the ministers 
especially. Traditions, apostolic succession, a noble history, an incompar- 
able liturgy, beautiful churches and cathedrals are interesting and valu- | 
able tools but if they are made the end in themselves they will have no | 
touch with the world today. A ministry which makes the Church the | 
shrine of the past can never touch the present. The world, as of old, will | 
not be interested because we have inherited a great tradition but in what 
we do with it. Instead of always trying to prove and justify the position 
of the Church by argument we should justify it by a gospel which meets 
modern needs. There is no room for the Church today if she is just respect- 
able and proper, if she offends nobody and helps nobody. “Woe unto you | 
when all men speak well of you.” There is no room for the Church today | 
if she is the home of the comfortable people and the plaything of the | 
wealthy, if her music and building and preaching minister more or less to | 
artistic sensibilities or luxurious and selfish worship. I sometimes fear the | 
effect of some of our expensive and marvelously beautiful churches we | 
are building today, because they may be selfishly and pridefully used. If | 
they are they will arouse hostility or else contempt. There is room in the | 
world today, limitless room; yes, the world will make room for the Church | 
which uses its accumulated spiritual heritage and vast corporate wealth 
without stint for all sorts of people. This is why I almost envy a man who 
is ordained to the ministry today and who is determined to take heed to 
his ministry. There never was such a chance in all history for the Church 
as there is today. The Church, through the minister, may proclaim an 
ethical gospel which will touch all life with authority. It will affect whole- 
somely the art of living together, of working together, of doing busi- 
ness together, of playing — A worshipping together; in fact all 

civilization. 
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It had not been my intention to 
THE AMERICAN MISSAL make any public statement at 
this time concerning the book 
called the American Missal, which has lately been published 
by the Morehouse Publishing Company. But there has been 
so much discussion of it in the Church papers and so many 
questions have been asked me that it seems wise to make a 
brief resume of the canonical and moral questions involved. 
The book itself includes what is commonly included in 
the altar service books of the Church; but it adds a great 
amount of other material, such as private prayers for the 
priest, directions as to posture and ceremonial and collects, 
epistles and gospels for days other than those provided in 
the Prayer Book. Some of these are supplementary; some 
are interpolations. Furthermore, it modifies rubrics, making 
e.g. provision for a “shortened mass,” and rearranges parts 
of the service. 


There are many liturgical and theological questions raised 
in all this but the point with which I am concerned is not 
liturgical or theological but canonical and moral. The Missal 
itself is quite careful to make no claims to be authorized by 
the Church. It is issued as a supplement to, not a substitute 
for, the Prayer Book. This is, of course, both a necessary and 
an entirely unreal statement. General Convention alone can 
issue an authorized book but, on the other hand, no one for 
a moment supposes that this book is to lie on the altar beside 
the Prayer Book as a mere guide to the priest when he is not 
sure of his way; nor for reference in his private devotion. 
Its form and cost precluded that and except formally I do not 
think its editors intend anything other than to have it used 
as a substitute. 


Now the constitution and canons of the Church are per- 
fectly plain on this point. The constitution ,(Article X) says 
that “the Book of Common Prayer shall be in use 
in all the dioceses and missionary districts of this Church” 
and that “no alteration or additions shall be made” except 
by General Convention. The intent is clearly not that there 
shall be in every Church a copy of the Prayer Book, the 
priest being left free provided that is done to use what he 
pleases in the services; but that he shall use the Prayer Book. 
Indeed Canon 46 goes on to says that “it shall be the duty 
of the ecclesiastical authority of any diocese or missionary 
district in which any unauthorized edition of the Book of 
Common Prayer or any part or parts thereof shall be pub- 
lished or circulated to give public notice that the said edi- 
tion is not of authority in this Church.” 


What the Church (represented, I believe, quite truly in 
General Convention) means is that for its normal services 
the Prayer Book and no other book shall be used. There can 
be nd objection to a priest’s use of his own manual for his 
private devotions or for directions as to ceremonial. But 
these things he had no right to obtrude upon the congrega- 
tion. Nor has he any right to add to or interpolate in the au- 
thorized book. 

This is, of course, for two reasons. The first I have already 
suggested—every congregation of this Church has the right 


to be protected from the individualism of the priest. The 
second is that we are not a conglomerate of independent 
congregations but a Church organized with a code of law. 
The very idea of the Church and of Church life is that we 
shall act together and with a common mind as far as pos- 
sible. When that common mind has expressed itself in con- 
stitution and canons there is a moral obligation upon us to 
obey. Every parish, before it is admitted to union with the 
Convention of the Diocese, must accept “the doctrine, dis- 
cipline and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church.” 
Every bishop, priest and deacon makes the same declara- 
tion. We are all morally bound by those vows. Of course, on 
many points, especially of doctrine, the Church purposely 
leaves room for great diversity of view. Its directions as to 
ceremonial are left very largely to the guidance of custom. 
But as to what shall be included in the material of the serv- 
ices and their order the Church is pretty definite. General 
Convention spent fifteen years revising the Prayer Book. 
That shows what the Church believes about it. There may 
be great diversity of view as to the limits of doctrinal posi- 
tions; but the question raised by the American Missal is not 
complex. Anyone can read the law and see what it means. 
If, then, I am asked whether the American Missal or any 
other order for the Holy Communion or for any other serv- 
ice provided in the Prayer Book may be used in this Dio- 
cese I can answer only as Canon 46, already quoted, requires 
me to answer. 

I have seen a statement in the Church papers that some 
bishops, appealing to what is called their jus liturgicum, 
have authorized the use of this Missal. I do not know whether 
this is true or not. But if any have done so I can only say 
that it seems to me an altogether lawless procedure, in view 
of the constitution and canons to which they have pledged 
allegiance. 

Fortunately, this question is not a “party” or “partisan” 
question. (I use the terms with regret. They ought never 
to have come into our Christian brotherhood.) The book, it 
is true, is what is called Anglo-Catholic; but such outstand- 
ing Anglo-Catholics as Bishop Johnson of Colorado and 
Bishop Fiske of Central New York have spoken of its law- 
lessness in no uncertain terms. 

So much for the canons! There are many other important 
questions involved. I can not deal with them now but in 
view of the interest which this matter has aroused I shall 
go on in a later issue to speak of rubrics, interpolations and 
additions, the bishop’s jus liturgicum and kindred matters. 
I am eager that we all, clergy and laity alike, should think 
clearly. My own views may be wrong in much of what I 
shall have to say but at least I may help the readers of the 
paper to clarify their minds.—E. L. P.° 


Memorial Service for Mrs. Whitelaw Reid 


On Monday, May 18, the day on which Mrs. Whitelaw 
Reid’s funeral was held in New York, a great number of her 
friends gathered at the Church of St. Matthew, San Mateo, 
her California parish, to hold a memorial service. The rector, 
Dr. Cambridge, had gone East to the funeral services. The 
service was conducted by the Bishop and the Rev. Mr. Taft. 
The service followed the order of that part of the Burial 
Office which is used in the Church. The Bishop made a 
memorial address. After speaking of his personal relations 
with Mrs. Reid, which went back to his boyhood in New 
York, he went. on to speak of her public work, her philan- 
thropy and her Christian faith. A part of the address fol- 
lows: 


We all regret the absence of your rector today. He has 
gone East to take part in the burial service there. He was 
very close to Mrs. Reid, a valued adviser and a friend to 
whom she constantly turned. We are glad that he could go. 
Mrs. Reid would have wished it; but it puts a burden on 
me which would have been far more adequately met by him. 
i speak, however, from a full heart moved by a friendship 
that goes back to a previous generation and by a life-long 
admiration. I can make no appreciation satisfying to myself 
but we are met here not for a great public occasion but as a 
group of friends. That in itself counts. 

When one so distinguished as Mrs. Reid goes from us into 
the world beyond the grave there is inevitably a great out- 
pouring of sympathy, a great public sorrow that a life so 
valuable is gone. Everyone reads the record of vast philan- 
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tropies, of marked public service and of initiative and vision 
in the affairs of the world and shares the public grief. But 
it is rare that this grief is personal to so many hundreds 
and thousands of people as mourn for Mrs. Reid. It is rare 
that the messages of condolence and the tributes from men 
and women in all ranks of life carry with them such a note 
of personal sorrow. Mrs. Reid was a distinguished public fig- 
ure, a notable leader, but to her friends and to the greett 
numbers whose lives she had touched, she was far more. She 
was a personality, strong and rich and growing. Wherever 
she herself came, men thought not of her wealth or her cool 
judgment or her warm enthusiasms, but of herself. 


Fifty years ago, in my boyhood, I remember hearing my 
father and mother speak of their neighbor Mr. Reid’s com- 
ing marriage—a thing of any concern to a small boy only 
because the bride came from California and California meant 
romance. But a few years later the vague interest which asso- 
ciation with California had aroused became vivid and warm 
through her personality. And when still later I came to Cali- 
fornia and then to San Mateo and found her for a part of 
each year a parishioner, that interest became admiration and 
affection. I can never forget the sense of her directness and 
power when for the first time as rector here I took her over 
to our poorly-equipped little parish house. “What do you 
need? Why do you need it? What will you do with it?” And 
following the direct questions, the equally direct: “You 
should have this. You need that. Order these.” It was trivial 
matters with which we were concerned, but her personality 
was amply revealed in it. 


Philanthropy with her was no mere formal concession 
to what her position demanded. It was a real desire to bet- 
ter the conditions of human life. She cared for people and 
the witness of her care is in many parts of the world. The 
Art Students Club in Paris—now Reid Hall for University 
Women—and the Home for Children in Barnsbury, in Lon- 
don, illustrate her love for the two great countries in which 
she lived so many years, as well as for the handicapped 
whom she would help. In the Spanish War, the Boer War 
and the Great War she gave unstinted service through the 
Red Cross, herself organizing in the Spanish War the first 
army nursing corps. Her gifts to hospitals were numberless. 
The Trudeau Sanatorium and Mills Training School for 
Nurses at Saranac Lake, her share in the new St. Luke’s 
Hospital, San rrancisco, and the magnificent Mills Memorial 
Hospital, adjoining these parish grounds, are illustrative of 
her interest and her generosity. Wherever she came, the de- 
velopment of the work of nurses was in her thoughts. She 
knew all about these hospitals and the many other institu- 
tions which she helped. She never gave, I am sure, idly or 
carelessly. She beliéved that to be business-like was part of 
doing the will of God. Her judgment was sound. Her insight 
was clear. 

I have already spoken of her organization of the first 
army nursing corps. It was an evidence of the constant and 
thoughtful initiative which she showed everywhere — the 
same kind of powerful and fruitful approach to every situa- 
tion which had so distinguished her father. She was not a 
captain of industry or of commerce but she had the qualities 
of one—the thorough grasp of conditions, the insight into 
needs, the quick vision of the way to meet them. She was a 
captain of philanthropy. 

Side by side with all these great tasks she carried on the 
burdens of social and diplomatic life with gracious distinc- 
tion. It was her joy to contribute to the notable career of her 
notable husband. In the embassies in Paris and in London, 
in the less public life of New York and Ophir Hall and the 
Adirondacks and in her girlhood home here in California 
the largeness of her hospitality expressed the largeness of 
her heart. It was all as characteristic as her philanthropy. 

The especial concern of Mrs. Reid’s philanthropy was 
with misery and suffering. As one runs over the lists of her 
charities hastily compiled in the daily press one realizes 
that they all look one way. She must have helped thousands 
of causes of many different kinds of which the world knows 
nothing; but the big achievements of her ministry, if I may 
use that fine term, are all found in the help of the sick and 
handicapped. Hospitals, nurses’ training, homes for chil- 
dren, a center for lonely girls far away from home—these 
are the characteristic things. 

It was in this kind of service that her personality grew. 
She was a very real person. Her fairness and her strength, 


her courage and her frankness, her clear insight and sound 
judgment melted together in the warmth of her enthusiasms 
and her love of God and man brought to the world of her 
friends the impress of a rare and dignified and noble per- 
sonality. 

But if we stopped there we would have failed altogether 
to understand the deepest and most essential thing in Mrs. 
Reid’s life. She was genuinely religious. Her religion was 
no formalism. It was vital and real. She loved God. She 
loved the Church because it served God’s children. She 
gave with great generosity to its work. What her dear friend 
Bishop Brent would have done during his first hard and 
trying years in the Philippines without her help one scarcely 
knows. Our own Grace Cathedral, St. John the Divine in New 
York, the cathedrals in Manila and Paris, this church which 
she loved greatly, and many others have been recipients of 
her generous bounty. It was from her religious faith that she 
gained the principles which supported her instinctive gen- 
erosity and the wide scope of her vision. Money was a trust. 
It was hers not for power nor for luxury and pleasure but 
for service. It was all of God’s gift. It belonged to Him and her 
great gifts were only giving back to Him. “All things come 
of Thee O Lord and of Thine own have we given Thee.” I 
suspect these words are many times said with little thought 
of the responsibility which they indicate is ours as stewards 
for God but, although I never heard her say so, I suspect 
that they were very real to Mrs. Reid. She was, in her lay 
ministry, a genuine steward. 

Her religion was as broad and wholesome as it was genu- 
ine. Her loyalty to her own Church never closed her heart 
and mind to God’s messages from whatever source they 
might come. She was conservative in her faith in the ulti- 
mate certainties. She was progressive in her wish to see 
religious thought adjusted to the needs of the modern man. 
With simple faith she walked with God, striving to do His 
will. She recalls Christina Rosetti’s prayer: 


‘ 


“Grant us such grace that we may work Thy will 
And speak Thy words and walk before Thy face; 
Profound and calm, like waters deep and still. 
Grant us such grace.” 


Her heart burned with longing to serve the handicapped 
and suffering and yet, doing God’s will, she did indeed walk 
with Him, profound and calm. 

A life like hers, rising above the limitations of great posi- 
tion and great wealth to lofty ideals, to firm faith in the big 
things of God, the eternal things which abide and to humble 
service of God’s needy children is an inspiration to all of 
us. We get confidence. Our faith deepens. Our certainties be- 
come more certain. 

In many spots on the broad earth rise buildings which are 
the witnesses of Mrs. Reid’s service to mankind. Many of 
them memorials to those dear to her, they none the less en- 
shrine her memory for us all. But yet more worth while are 
the living memorials in the lives of her friends and of thou- 
sands who, knowing her not, found through her help and 
new strength for life. And in the great heart of God, one by 
one, her deeds of love have been built up into a memorial 
which is eternal; for no good deed is ever lost and she her- 
self goes on to continual growth in His love and service. 
“The souls of the righteous are in the hands of God.” 

We commend those nearest to her in their deep sorrow 
today to God’s comforting care. We commend her to God, 
not doubting but that He has given her entrance into the 
land of light and joy in the fellowship of His saints. 


Death of the Rev. Paul R. Ito 


The Rev. Paul R. Ito, a graduate of the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, passed away in St. Columbus Hospital, 
Seattle, Washington, May 23. 

Mr. Ito has been engaged in the ministry in various Japa- 
nese missions on the Pacific Coast since his ordination. He 
returned to Japan in 1920 and in 1925 came back tp the 
United States. Before his final illness he was working at the 
Japanese Mission at Kent, Washington.

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Synod Resolutions 


The following resolutions were adopted by the Synod of 
the Province of the Pacific, held in Phoenix, Arizona, May 
6 to 8: 


Whereas, According to the so-called pay-as-you-go plan of 
supporting the general work of the Church, on the basis of 
what each jurisdiction spent upon the maintenance of its 
own work during the preceding three years, there is allo- 
cated to the several dioceses and missionary districts each 
one’s “fair share” of the maintenance of this general work; 
and 


Whereas, Although the proper maintenance of this work 
requires that each jurisdiction pay at least the full amount 
of its quota, it appears to be the policy in most jurisdic- 
tions simply to report the total subscribed through the vari- 
ous every member canvasses in the parisnes and missions, 
without regard to whether or not this total equals the mini- 
mum “fair share” or privilege of the jurisdiction concerned; 


THEREFORE, Be If Resotvep, That it is the sense of the 
Synod of the Province of the Pacific, that if the every mem- 
ber canvass does not yield the total necessary, it is our 
judgment that additional efforts should be put forth. First, 
we recommend that those able to increase their subscrip- 
tions be seen in person and urged to do so. Second, that, in 
addition, those in a position to do so be urged to make a 
cash contribution, irrespective of their pledge; in short, that 
nothing be left undone to make it possible to report that, at 
least, the minimum of the quota has been subscribed. In 
other words, that no diocese or district, parish or mission, 
can be regarded as having discharged its minimum, not to 
say, full responsibility in this matter when it has merely re- 
ported the results of every member canvasses, unless these 
equal the quota. But, rather, that that jurisdiction or congre- 
gation has the same responsibility for any part of the quota 
not thus underwritten, that it had before the every memper 
canvass and that until such jurisdiction or congregation has 
not met the proper expectation of the Church; and 


Be Ir FurtHer Reso.tvep, That we hereby memorialize 
General Convention to pass similar resolutions that the 
whole Church may be led to adopt the plan here set forth. 

Whereas, Every well-ordered jurisdiction and congrega- 
tion operates under a budget system; and 

Whereas, The most approved method of arriving at that 
0 to be spent under any heading is on a percentage 

asis; 

THEREFORE, BE It RESOLVED, That every jurisdiction and 
congregation should operate on a budget system; and 

Be Ir FurtHeER ReEso.vep, That if the budget is not fully 
subscribed, so that cuts have to be made, then that these cuts 
should fall equally on a percentage basis upon all the items 
in the budget concerned, except obligations, as to which the 
jurisdiction or congregation in question has no discretion. 

RESOLVED, This Synod desires to supplement its resolu- 
tions of 1930 concerning unemployment and the duty of the 
Church. It rejoices in the evidence presented in the report 
of the Social Service Department that throughout this Pro- 
vince our clergy and Church people have rendered constant 
and valuable service in behalf of the unemployed. This is 
seen in the special efforts upon the part of parishes; in co- 
operation with and leadership in community movements 
and in generous giving, all of which has made our work real 
and significant. 

But this Synod, while rejoicing in what has been done to 
relieve immediate distress and to plan for the immediate 
restoration of confidence, desires to remind the people of 
the Province that this necessary service is only of temporary 
value. The situation as it exists today in America and 
throughout the world is an indictment of our whole civil- 
ization. No society can be called Christian in which, fo> ex- 
ample, as in this, the richest of all countries, six million 
people looking for work are through no fault of their own 
unable to find it. Charity, doles, hastily-organized building 
plans may relieve distress. They certainly express the spirit 
of Christian love but that spirit can be adequately ex- 
pressed only by the determination that this injustice shall 
be done away with, together with the selfish indifference 
and avarice which are its ultimate source. 

Our industrial system breaks down at the point which to 
the Christian is of supreme importance—the welfare of the 
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vast multitude of the workers. The Synod believes that 
heavy responsibility rests upon Christian leaders in business 
and industry to study and understand, in the light of 
Christ’s teaching, the principles upon which rests our pres- 
ent social order. We believe that they and all the millions 
of Christian men and women involved directly in the indus- 
trial system should take their part in the attempt to Chris- 
tianize that system. Especially does this responsibility rest 
upon the privileged classes. 

Complacency should have no place in Christian thought. 
We call upon clergy and laity alike to use the present tragic 
opportunity to help the world forward to a juster and more 
Christian social order. 


Convocation of San Jose 


The Convocation of San Jose held its spring meeting at 
Calvary Church, Santa Cruz, on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
May 12 and 13. The presence of Dr. Guy Emery Shipler and 
Dr. D. Charles Gardner, chaplain of Stanford University, 
gave special interest to the proceedings but the program was 
well balanced throughout and the clergy and laity who were 
present from every part of the Convocation were amply re- 
warded for the journey to Santa Cruz. 

The opening service, Dean Brewer being celebrant, was 
well attended and the sermon by Dr. Shipler, stressing the 
prophetic office of the ministry, was followed with close at- 
tention. 

After the service Mrs. L. C. Lance gave an account of the 
meeting of the Provincial Synod, which she had attended the 
week before in Phoenix, Arizona. 

In the afternoon Archdeacon Porter gave an encouraging 
report on missionary work in the Convocation. Dr. Shipley 
spoke informally on “Church Journalism.” Mr. E. VY. Lister, 
organist of St. Paul’s Church, Burlingame, gave an account 
of the new chanting recommended by the National Com- 
mission on Church Music. He illustrated his remarks with 
chants sung by members of his choir. 

Rev. John Bryant, who is engaged in student work at Har- 
vard University, dealt with the attitude of young men toward 
life and toward religion, in a thoughtful talk. Rev. Paul 
Shimmon presented the needs of the Assyrian Christians in 
San Francisco. Dr. Gardner was the preacher at the evening 
service and Rev. John Collins gave the meditation at the 
concluding service Wednesday morning. 

Rev. Norman H. Snow, rector of Calvary Church, and the 
ladies of the parish offered delightful hospitality throughout 
the sessions. Luncheon and dinner on Tuesday were served 
in the commodious and attractive parish hall. 

The spring Convocation in 1932 will be held at All Saints 
Church, Palo Alto.

A very happy housewarming party was held at Christ 
Japanese Mission on Saturday afternoon, April 25, under the 
auspices of the Bishop’s Auxiliary Board. Father Sakurai, 
priest in charge of the mission; the Rev. B. H. Terasawa and 
the congregation of Christ Church were present to welcome 
all visitors. The Japanese children were in costume and 
members of the Japanese branch of the Girls’ Friendly So- 
ciety sang a number of selections under the leadership of 
Miss Porter, assisted by Miss Harris. Bishop Parsons gave a 
word of greeting and expressed his appreciation of the fine 
work of restoring the mission after the recent fire, for the 
building looks more attractive than ever before. The Arch- 
deacon gave a short account of the history of the mission 
and told how it was the mother mission for Japanese on the 
Pacific Coast; that, while small, it was accomplishing good 
results and needed the encouragement and co-operation of 
Church people of the Diocese. The members of the Bishop’s 
Board include Mrs. Frank Ainsworth, Mrs. Edsell, Mrs. Alice 
Newcomb, Mrs. Swaine, Dean Buttrum and the Archdeacon. 


St. Andrew’s Community Church School at Point Reyes 
has almost tripled its attendance in a little over a year, for 
its membership has increased from sixteen to fifty. This is 
largely on account of the good work of Mrs. Grandi, the 
superintendent, with the co-operation of a corps of en- 
thusiastic helpers. On the recent visit of the Archdeacon he 
addressed the school and baptized two of the children. The 
adult members unite with St. Columba’s, Inverness, for the 
11:00 o’clock service and there is the friendliest of relation- 
ships between the two mission stations. At Inverness the 
Archdeacon found a good-sized congregation, including a 
troop of Girl Scouts from the Hamlin Dix School, San Fran- 
cisco, who had been spending the weekend in the neighbor- 
hood. St. Columba’s heretofore has been ministered to each 
summer by the Rev. Irving Spencer, rector of St. Matthias 
Church, Los Angeles, who has a summer home in the neigh- 
borhood. Father Spencer this year is spending a few months 
abroad and so in his place the Archdeacon is arranging 
with a number of clergymen and laymen to fill the vacancy. 
The work is at present small but we have an attractive little 
church with a beautiful outdoor chapel and a loyal group 
of consecrated Church people. The work, like Point Reyes, 


is of a community nature. The heartiest of welcomes is ex- 
tended to Church people summering in the vicinity. 


Plans are being made for the next lay conference, to be 
held over the Labor Day weekend. This year we are to have 
the privilege of enjoying the hospitality of the Menlo School 
at Menlo Park. The building is located just off the main high- 
way a block or two before reaching the center of Menlo 
Park. It is hoped that every parish and mission in the Dio- 
cese will send one or more representative laymen. The com- 
mittee in charge of the program is planning something that 
is distinctly worth while. 

On Friday evening, May 1, the Archdeacon visited Christ 
Church, Los Altos, and conferred with the people regarding a 
successor to the Rey. Edward H. Molony. The church and 
parish house at Los Altos are most attractive. There is a 
loyal band of people and with Mountain View and Sunny- 
vale there is a fine opportunity for the upbuilding of a strong 
church. The indebtedness on the new parish house has been 
decreased to $500 and it is expected that this will be re- 
moved before the end of the year. The Rev. Canon Hayes 
has been supplying during the interregnum. 


On the first Sunday in May, at St. Barnabas Mission, San 
Francisco, the Archdeacon baptized seven children. This was 
an evidence of the work being done by Mr. Fred Foster, 
who has been the layreader in charge for more than a score 
of years. The building and grounds have been vastly improv- 
ed and there was a congregation that filled the church. St. 
Barnabas is located at Vienna and Persia streets, in the 
midst of an Italian community. We loan our building on 
Sunday evenings to a Lutheran Italian congregation. This is 
much appreciated. 

On Sunday, May 5, the Archdeacon visited S* Edmund’s, 
Richmond, and addressed the Guild Auxiliary in the after- 
noon. He had dinner with the vicar and his wife, and a 
vestry conference followed. The people of St. Edmund’s are 
very appreciative of the labors of the Rev. Mr. Castledine 
and his wife and all feel greatly encouraged. Many improve- 
ments have been made recently in the Church property. Mr. 
Castledine has purchased a new home and so the problem 
of the old vicarage was discussed and it was decided that as 
soon as possible the house will be sold; meantime, that it 
should be leased to a suitable tenant. The matter of starting 
a community church school in the Mira Vista section of 
Richmond was regarded as being imperative, for there is a 
wonderful opportunity awaiting the Church if the matter 
can be financed. It was suggested that a start be made in a 
private home and that a meeting of the people of the com- 
munity be arranged for in the near future. While the indus- 
tries in Richmond have suffered on account of the financial 
depression, yet there has been considerable development. 
Henry Ford has just completed a plant there and this will 
be ready for work early in June, which will bring a large 
number of new families into the town. 


The vestry and people of the Church of the Incarnation, 
San Francisco, recently gave a reception in honor of their 
new rector, the Rev. Edward H. Molony. There was a large 
attendance, including several of the neighboring clergy. In 
addition to a happy social time, there was an enjoyable pro- 
gram, including speeches by the Bishop of the Diocese, the 
Rev. Arthur J. Chikd, rector of All Saints, and Mr. Molony. 
The Archdeacon acted as chairman. 


A very helpful conference on the ministry was held at 
All Saints Parish House, Palo Alto, May 1-3, under the direc- 
tion of the Rev. Penrose Hirst, student chaplain at the Uni- 
versity of California, and Rev. Oscar Green, the rector of All 
Saints. Twenty-five representative young men were present 
from the three Convocations of the Diocese. The topics dis-

new rector of St. John’s, called for the program devoted to 
social service under the leadership of Mrs. Wilbur Hillier 
of Trinity Church. This dealt with the matter of social serv- 
ice in the parishes and an interesting hour of reports from 
members of the different churches as to what was being 
done, sometimes under the specific title of social service 
and sometimes merely as “Church work,” in caring for the 
unfortunate in the city, followed. 

Mrs. Morris, a churchwoman who is acting as the Mission 
District secretary for the Associated Charities, was the first 
speaker. She told of the injunction laid on every church- 
woman for Christian social service. Christianity is not car- 
ried on merely by talking and going to a few church serv- 
ices. There must be service as well and Christian social 
service must be all the good of social service plus the doing 
of the Master’s work. She spoke interestingly of her work 
with Dean Lathrop, told of meeting immigrants on their ar- 
rival in this country and following them up with letters to 
the clergy in their new homes. This often had most remark- 
able results in providing aid in both material and spiritual 
matters. Since being with the Associated Charities she had 
visited the rectors of different parishes of the district as- 
signed to her, obtained their co-operation in the follow-up 
work and found it proved most successful. 

Mrs. MacMurray of St. John’s gave a highly creditable re- 
port of what is being done by women of the Auxiliary in 
that parish. On the fourth Thursdays of each month visitors 
go to the Laguna Honda Relief Home; on Mondays to St. 
Luke’s Hospital and at other times to the Canon Kip Center 
to teach sewing. The clothing bureau has its headquarters 
at the parish house and much is being done in giving money 
and clothing to destitute families in the vicinity. 

Mrs. Bailey of All Saints said that they had never called 
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their work social service but that much was done. The La- 
guna Honda Home residents were visited frequently and 
supplied with musical programs, as they loved music and 
some one to talk to. Through their Sunshine Fund, which 
collects pennies, they have a considerable amount—which 
supplies cakes and candies at Laguna Honda Home. The un- 
employed have been helped with clothing and furniture. 

Mrs. Crellin of St. Francis said that during Lent women 
had supplied materials and made clothing for the Associated 
Charities but most of their social service work was done 
through children of the parish Sunday School. They had 
given money to the building fund of St. Cyprian’s, to the 
Maria Kip Orphanage and the Seamen’s Institute. At Thanks- 
giving and Christmas members of the Sunday School sup- 
plied eighteen families with large baskets of food, not only 
sufficient for dinners but enough to last a week. The Girl 
Scouts and Cub Scouts contributed regularly to the George 
Pope Ward of Si. Luke’s Hospital. 

Mrs. Norton of St. Peter’s reported that they had organ- 
ized only recently for definite social service work but they 
had always provided poor families with food and maintained 
a clothing bureau for the needy. 

Mrs. Ford of Holy Innocents told of getting positions for 
unemployed, supplying food, furniture and even aiding them 
to find homes when compelled to move. There, too, children 
of the Sunday School did much in giving entertainments 
and raising money for supplies. 

Mrs. Hiller, leader of the program, came from Trinity 
Church and spoke with enthusiasm of what has been under- 
taken and accomplished by Auxiliary “B,” the branch made 
up of younger women of the church. All Church institutions 
have been visited, with an eye to discovery of their needs, 
and a parochial committee formed to direct the necessary 
steps for assistance. More than 1200 garments have been sup- 
plied the unemployed during the past few months and a 
motor corps has been formed of young women with cars 
who co-operate with the Associated Charities, one of their 
principal activities being the conveying of boarded-out 
babies from their foster mothers’ homes to clinics for treat- 
ment or to the Associated Charities for examinations. 

Mrs. Robbins of Trinity voiced the same plea and empha- 
sized the desire of young women to be of practical use as 
Church workers. 

Miss Eleanor Davenport of St. Luke’s, who is a volunteer 
worker at the Associated Charities, told of the needs of that 
organization, which are, especially at the moment, clothing 
and shoes, particularly for men; toys and children’s books, 
magazines which are not of remote date and likewise family 
visitors who will follow up the work done by the Associated 
Charities, keep in touch with the families receiving aid and 
offer such further assistance in the way of friendly advice, 
help in obtaining positions and that interest which will 
maintain or arouse the self-respect of the unfortunate. She 
asked that committees be appointed from each parish for 
such work.

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Provincial Meeting of Woman’s Auxiliary 
By E. F. L. 


Delegates to the provincial Synod meeting were limited 
in number, especially from the north, owing to the great dis- 
tances, the “lean year” and the Triennial at Denver looming 
in the near future. Nine dioceses and districts were repre- 
sented, more than necessary for a quorum, and what we 
lacked in numbers of delegates was made up for by many 
visitors from all parts of Arizona and by the spirit of en- 
thusiasm and cordial friendship. The gracious hospitality of 
the people of Arizona, the perfect arrangements, the gener- 
ous provision for motor corps service, the delightful teas, 
drives and reception will never be forgotten. 


The opening service in the lovely cathedral, with its splen- 
didly-trained choir and long procession of clergy and bishops, 
was most impressive. The Rev. S. M. Shoemaker, in his 
deeply-moving sermon, sounded the keynote of personal in- 
terest. Later the president of the Woman’s Auxiliary, in her 
annual address to the women of the Province, dwelt upon 
the thought in the Lambeth letter of fellowship in witness. 
The motive of personal and corporate witness predominated 
all our meeting while fellowship was close and real. 


The splendid response from the whole Province and par- 
ticularly from the Diocese of California to the appeal made 
last year for the furnishing of St. Margaret’s House was grate- 
fully reported. The importance of St. Margaret’s to the 
Province and to the Church at large was dealt with in the 
president’s address and was clearly demonstrated later by 
the value of the contributions to our program and the educa- 
tional conferences from Dean Newell, Miss Anderson and 
Miss Harvey. In order to maintain and further develop the 
field service of St. Margaret’s a resolution was passed that 
every parish branch and guild throughout the Province be 
asked to make an annual contribution to this end and also to 
interest individuals to become associate members. 

Mrs. William Palmer Lucas represented the Auxiliary at 
the banquet, speaking inspiringly on “The Women’s Part in 
International Relations.” She showed that women were al- 
ways interested in detail work and among other things the 
importance of the detail of personal, friendly relations, the 
need of a new language and a new spiritual geography. We 
were proud of her. 

Miss Margaret Marston, national educational secretary of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, in her address and series of confer- 
ences, demonstrated that whatever we are doing in the 
Church can and should be made educational. 

Reports from all over the Province show the Auxiliary 
taking up new work and developing older fields with un- 
sparing devotion and energy: rural, racial, educational, sup- 
ply, social service, progress in gifts for the advance program 
and the United Thank Offering—and through all these the 
aim to develop a deeper devotional life, personal and cor- 
porate, through the use of the Prayer Partnership Plan, in- 
tercession groups, corporate communions, meditations and 
quiet days. 

A splendid address was given by the chairman of the 
social service committee of the Los Angeles branch (Mrs. 
John Redell), bringing out the need of friendly interest on 
the part of Christian women in the juvenile courts, detention 
homes and jails. 

Acting on the inspiration given at our last meeting by Miss 
Allison of Sacramento, Mrs. George F. Weld of Santa Bar- 
bara, with the approval of the president, had undertaken to 
ask each diocesan president to have a survey made of the 
number of blind people of our Church and their needs. This 
work is not completed and we must have the help of every 
parish and mission in the Province if we are to render ef- 
fective service. Mrs. Weld presented an interesting and stim- 
ulating report of the findings so far and of estimates of cer- 
tain Church publications in Braille. A continuation commit- 
tee was appointed by the chair, consisting of Mrs. Weld of 
the Diocese of Los Angeles; Mrs. Baxter, Sacramento, and 
Mrs. Remington, Eastern Oregon. A generous offering was 
presented to start them off in their work but they need the 
hearty co-operation of every Auxiliary member. 

Bishop Creighton, Bishop of Mexico, led the noonday de- 
votions on the second day and gave a wonderfully helpful 
meditation on worship and service. 

Mrs. William Remington spoke for the Auxiliary at the 
joint session. Her subject was “Ideals of the Auxiliary” and 
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in a few inspiring words she appealed to us to hand on un- 
blemished our glorious inheritance from the past as a sacred | 
trust for the future and in all our work to keep the aim and 
purpose of our lives clearly before us, “to show forth the 
living Christ.” 

Dean Newell conducted a stimulating open forum on 
women’s work in the Church. We regretted that we had not 
saved more time for this interesting discussion. 

This year we had the privilege of electing three women 
to be associate members of the Provincial Coucil for the 
terms of one, two and three years, respectively. Those elected 
were the president, Mrs. L. C. Lance, California, for one 
year; Mrs. Irving Baxter, Sacramento, for two years; and 
Mrs. Thomas Kydd, Olympia, for three years. As each term 
expires a successor will be elected for three years. Mrs. E. 
M. Cross, Spokane, was elected first vice-president to fill out 
the unexpired term of Mrs. Thomas Jenkins, Nevada, whose 
resignation was regretfully accepted. Mrs. McKellips, Ari- 
zona, was elected third vice-president. Mrs. William Todt, 
Arizona, was elected to represent the Auxiliary of the Pro- 
vince on St. Margaret’s board of trustees. 

The president of the Province, Bishop Sanford, after a 
brief word of encouragement and inspiration, led the closing 
devotions and prouounced the benediction. The tenth an- 
nual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Province of 
the Pacific then adjourned. 


Visitor Expresses Gratitude 


To the Editor of The Pacific Churchman: 

During my recent brief visit to the Diocese of California 
in behalf of The Churchman I was received with such cor- 
dial good will that I ask the courtesy of your columns in 
which to express my gratitude and that of my colleagues of 
our staff. The genuine and friendly interest displayed by 
everyone with whom I came in contact accentuated my ap- 
preciation of Bishop Parsons’ long-established co-operation 
in the adventurous task which The Churchman is attempt- 
ing in the field of religious journalism. I am convinced that, 
with the steady tightening of the economic rein on the free- 
dom of the secular press, the place of religious journalism 
in our social order is of rapidly-increasing importance. On 
every hand we of the churches are challenged to maintain 
our free voices. The constant danger to religious journalism 
is financial starvation. A commercialized religious press 
would be a contradiction in terms and a dire calamity to the 
religion of Jesus. The only escape from suppression, even of 
suspension, lies in the direction of unentangled subsidy on 
the part of those Church people who share our conviction 
that the better religious journals are lighthouses and that, 
like a lighthouse, do not pay commercially but they are es- 
sential if the Church is to keep off the rocks in this twentieth 
century. It is because so many people in your Diocese have 
so cordially responded to this point of view that I wish to 
tell them something of my appreciation. 3

CATHEDRAL 
NOTES 


Mr. S. Waldo Coleman, chairman of the Completion Com- 
mittee, in an address before the congregation of Grace 
Catherdal on April 26, celebrating its last Sunday in the 
Crypt, gave the following vivid picture of the past and pres- 
ent of the Cathedral building program. He said: 


“With a realization of the future of San Francisco and its 
great opportunity as the Western Sentinel of the Christian 
Religion, Bishop Nichols visioned a Cathedral worthy of the 
great opportunity that lays before it. The first step was the 
splendid location made possible by the gift of this entire 
block. Bishop Parsons and Dean Gresham, faithful to that 
great vision, have been leaders in carrying it forward. 
First we must have the vision—but putting it into practical 
effect is no easy task. 


For almost a score of years this congregation has wor- 
shipped in this Crypt. The faithfulness, the patience, in 
which you have carried on under such a handicap has kept 
lighted the plan of the Cathedral-to-be. 


The beautiful Chapel of Grace (the gift of Mrs. Crocker) 
has been completed and is ready for use. Both its interior 
and exterior indicate what some day will be the beauty, the 
inspiration of the completed Cathedral. 


Mr. Hobart, in his design, has used most effectively the 
building material of today—concrete. The Cathedral of old 
used the building material of that day—natural stone found 
nearby. The choir, crossing, north and south transepts, 
are being built, including the doorway, in memory of Mrs. 
Monteagle, given by the women of the Church. Sufficient 
pledges have been received to make these available for use, 
and in addition the foundation and steel for three bays of 
the Nave, but no more. 


Though sufficient pledges have not been obtained to pro- 
vide funds for the immediate completion of the three bays 
of the Nave, yet at least they can be started, and you have 
indicated your desire that this be done even though you 
may have to carry on your services for some time in smaller 
quarters—the Chapel of Grace. 


It is inadvisable to have a regular campaign for funds at 
this time, but it is hoped that those interested will help by 
additional gifts and pledges; so the work may not be stopped 
until three bays of the Nave are compléted. 


Though the present effort is for the completion of three 
bays of the Nave, yet may we keep always before us the 
picture of the completed Cathedral which will be made 
necessary by the growth of San Francisco. We may do our 
part in bringing this about—in being a very part of the 
Cathedral—by leaving a bequest to Grace Cathedral in our 
will. 


Carrying on work at the Cathedral is a real contribution 
to the unemployment situation; the money spent is effective 
in three ways—it lessens the amount of needed relief; it 
helps to maintain the morale of the people—and able bodied 
Americans want work, not charity; and it helps to strengthen 
and expand the work of the Church. 


The philosophy—the religion of Christ is that of sympa- 
thetic understanding and love of humanity—there would 
not be today the concern for those unemployed if it were 
not for his teachings. The organized church to this date 
has been the fundamental agency most helpful in preaching 
that philosophy to the people of the world.

The World, the Church and the Minister 


(Serman preached by the Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, D. D., 

Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, at the ordination service 

of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, All Souls 
Church, Berkeley, Thursday, May 14) 


Colossians 4, verse 17: “Say to Archippus, Take heed to 
the ministry, which thou hast received in the Lord, that thou 
_ fulfil it.” 


As we come together to take part in this notable service, 
no less a service than the giving of ministry in the mame of 
the Lord to men who have prepared themselves to receive 
it, we can not but remember the great founder of this Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific. Bishop Nichols was a most 
influential churchman, a fine scholar, a conscientious chief 
pastor and a true man of God. This school owes everything 
to him. It has trained many splendid men for the ministry 
and its fine impress is indelibly marked on the whole Church 
here and in other lands. Far-reaching indeed is the work of 
a man who through a school sends forth hundreds of others 
for the work of the ministry. With affection and thankful- 
ness we may think of Bishop Nichols today. The Church on 
the Pacific Coast should strengthen the work of this school 
in large ways. Our western empire must have a training 
school for the ministry of the Episcopal (Church which keeps 
pace with the best in this rapidly-growing country. The West 
needs a certain proportion of men trained in the West. The 
West has a character all its own which can only be under- 
stood by those who have lived and studied there for a long 
time. This school, alive with the spirit of its great founder, 
vibrant with the energy of a long line of distinguished 
alumni, stands ready in this center of learning to meet this 
need. It must have large support from those who value the 
power of our holy faith. 


We are living in the most interesting age in all history. 
There can be little doubt about that. The World War was the 
closing of an age. It was an end of the world. It was a com- 
ing of Jesus to judgment. “And He shall come again with 
glory to judge both the quick and the dead, whose kingdom 
shall have no end.” He judged and will continue to judge. 
His kingdom will have no end. Of that we may be sure, 
despite all appearances to the contrary. The new age puz- 
zles many who lived in the old age and are carried over into 
the new. The younger, who know only the new age, are 
whirled around in it all and it is most difficult for them to 
get any bearings whatever. Into such conditions men are 
ordained to the ministry today. Theirs is a man’s task if 
ever there was one. It would be beyond the power of any 
man to fulfil that ministry today if it were not eternally 
true, as with Archippus in the text I have quoted, that it is 
“received in the Lord.” Because it is so received it can be 
fulfilled and those who are ordained to this function should 
determine to fulfil it whatever happens. With Jesus it meant 
the loss of everything, even life itself. To minister and to 
give His life was his conception of a ministry fulfilled. A 
ministry so fulfilled will impress this age as it has any other 
age. 

What does the minister face today? He faces a question 
mark. Everything he is and all he stands for face a question 
mark. If he were not backed by the truth, this age would 
soon end the minister but because he is backed by the truth 
no question mark need alarm him. It should rather encour- 
age him because of the possibility of bringing to the mind 
new views of the truth. The minister of the Church ought 
never to fear the questions of this age. He should welcome 
them frankly and gladly, because only so can we have a faith 
and Church which is always becoming sounder and freer 
from error. Too many excellent men still shudder with fear 
at every question. They think that faith will be destroyed 
and the Church ended. They should step out into the open 
and face the whole army of question marks with frank in- 
telligence and profound faith. They are ministers of Jesus 
Christ, Who said, I am the truth. Science, mathematics, edu- 
cation, economics, government, industry, the learned pro- 
fessions, music, art, literature, morality, social customs—all 
face the ‘question mark today. Shall religion alone be ex- 
empt? Is it desirable for religion to be exempt? Shall the 
Minister alone cringe and flee? The securest force in the 
world today is the religion of Jesus Christ to which we are 
called as ministers. Let us fulfill that ministry in a fearless, 


intelligent, honest answering of every question as far as we 
are able in the light of Jesus, the truth. 


What does the minister face today? He faces lawlessness 
from the highest to the lowest. The Church itself is by no 
means free from lawlessness. Men and women, boys and 
girls, do that which is right in their own eyes. They keep 
the laws that suit them and transgress the others. Business 
and industry are lawless. Corporate lawlessness is probably 
the real cause of the most serious difficulties between class 
and class. An apostle defines sin as transgression of the law. 
What must the minister do in such a condition of affairs? 
He must keep the law himself as a citizen and he must obey 
the laws of the Church which receives him as a minister. 
When ministers use false reasoning, personal preference, 
specious argument to justify lawlessness in the exercise of 
the ministry in the Church of which they are servants, it is 
not likely that they will have much influence in stemming 
the tide of present-day lawlessness. In fact, they don’t know 
how to do it. Big business adopts the same methods to get 
around the law and industry likewise. If ministers do the 
same the world knows it better than they think and con- 
siders them as desirable allies in this sad condition of af- 
fairs. Not only in keeping the law must the ministers be 
interested but in framing the right kind of laws and in 
doing away with those that are obsolete and harmful. We 
may not strive unless we strive lawfully. The present-day at- 
titude of lawlessness wherever it is convenient is fraught 
with most serious danger. It should be the business of the 
minister in private life and in his public ministry to be 
scrupulous in his example of obedience to law. “Behold, to 
obey is better than sacrifice, and to hearken, than the fat 
of rams.” 


What does the minister face today? He faces a world 
which relies on force. Trust in God. That sounds well but 
keep your powder dry. The world is organized on a basis 
of force. In the minds of nations is the constant thought of 
attack and defence. If a nation is always armed for defence, 
the thought of attack is constantly in the minds of other na- 
tions. One purpose of force keeps alive the other purpose. 
The thought of force is always present in our cities, where 
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large armies of police move among the people armed to the 
teeth with revolvers and clubs. Banks send money from one 
to the other in armored cars bristling with guns as does a 
battleship. All this comes about not so much for the protec- 
tion of the people as for the protection of the possessions of 
a few of the people. For some strange reason, property 
counts for more than the human beings who use it. Business 
and industry are so designed as to place powerful forces in 
the hands of the few which make it easy to crush the many 
should occasion arise. 


Goodness, honor, truth, justice, righteousness are all right 
in their way but it is might and power in which the world 
believes. Nothing could be so contrary to the spirit and 
example of Jesus, “Who when He was reviled, reviled not 
again; when He suffered, He threatened not but committed 
Himself to Him that judgeth righteously.” As a matter of 
fact, force at one time seemed to triumph over Him. It had 
its great chance and apparently justified its power but it did 
not succeed. The cross became a throne. Force was crushed 
and the intangible things of the spirit prevailed. Why can 
not the world learn that lesson once for all and use the 
power of the unseen virtues! The world now is in a sorry 
mess with wars and rumors of wars everywhere and seething 
discontent at the injustices of a badly-strained social order 
threatening bloody tumults all the time. Against men who do 
wrong we can think of very little else to use but force. Hang- 
ing, excessive and hopeless imprisonment, brutal solitary 
confinement is still the modern method. Ancient Babylon 
was no more cruel. 


There is a peaceful solution for every problem. It is for 
the children of God to find it. The minister has the task of 
helping to transform this world spirit of force into the 
Christ spirit of love, joy, peace. What a load would be lifted 
from the shoulders of men if they could once learn the way 
of peace and righteousness in every department of national 
and international life! The minister has the best chance to 
lead the way unless he allows himself to be submerged by 
this world spirit. 

What does the minister face today? He faces the lust for 
moneymaking. Money has always had an unholy attraction 
but never so much as today. It is the motive of education, 
more and more. I overheard a professor in a great univer- 
sity say to a young man who had just received his degree at 
commencement, “I hope you make a barrel of money.” What 
a wish from a professor to a student on the great day of 
his graduation! It is the motive of business and speculation. 
Taking profits is the chief purpose. All else is secondary. 
Profits must grow larger all the time. One great patriotic 
business admitted that its wartime profits were 50 per cent. 
That was true 100 per cent Americanism. Fifty per cent 
profits and 50 per cent desire for more profits. It is the 
motive of politics; it tempts the public servant; it is the 
motive of much that passes for friendship in clubs and so- 
cieties. Ever present is the lust for moneymaking. It meas- 
ures success. It keeps people from their true vocations in 
the non-commercial callings, such as the ministry and teach- 
ing. It even invades these callings and makes men restless 
with a desire for larger salaries. Jesus was interested in 
money and had a lot to say about it but the lust for money- 
making was abhorrent to Him and it ruined one of His 
chosen disciples. 

The minister has a great opportunity here. He may be 
poor but he can make many rich; he may have nothing but 
in reality possess all things. What a glorious thing it is to 
point out to a money-mad world the only place where true 
and lasting treasures are found. I was once asked to see a 
very sick man whom I knew only as a money-mad business 
man. I hardly knew what to say to him. I mentioned one or 
two of his large and profitable undertakings. He was silent 
for a moment and then said they had no more interest for 
him. Again he was silent and then he said, “Won’t you pray 
for me?” Hand clasped to hand I prayed with him. He 
seemed as if he were Christian freed from the burden on 
his back and for the three remaining days of his life he 
rejoiced in his newly-found treasure. I tell you, good peo- 
ple, man does not and can not live by bread alone. “Labor 
not for the meat which perisheth.” 

To preach such doctrine to a money-mad world may seem 
foolish but it is Christ-like and makes-a gleam in the dark- 
ness. The minister faces such a world—interesting, stimulat- 
ing, thrilling—in which there go to and fro in it, as apoca- 


lyptic horsemen, questions, lawlessness, worldly force and 
money getting. In such a world we must still hear St. Paul 
say, “Take heed to thy ministry and fulfil it.” 


Is there room for the Church today? Some people would 
say, no; some would say it makes little difference how we 
answer the question. I would say it depends upon the atti- 
tude of the members and of the ministers especially. Tradi- 
tions, apostolic succession, a noble history, an incomparable 
liturgy, beautiful churches and cathedrals are interesting and 
valuable tools but if they are made the end in themselves 
they will have no touch with the world today. A ministry 
which makes the Church the shrine of the past can never 
touch the present. The world, as of old, will not be interested 
because we have inherited a great tradition but in what we 
do with it. Instead of always trying to prove and justify the 
position of the Church by argument we should justify it by 
a gospel which meets modern needs. There is no room for 
the Church today if she is just respectable and proper, if 
she offends nobody and helps nobody. “Woe unto you when 
all men speak well of you.” There is no room for the Church 
today if she is the home of the comfortable people and the 
plaything of the wealthy, if her music and building and 
preaching minister more or less to artistic sensibilities or 
luxurious and selfish worship. 


I sometimes fear the effect of some of our expensive and 
marvelously beautiful churches we are building today, be- 
cause they may be selfishly and pridefully used. If they are 
they will arouse hostility or else contempt. There is room in 
the world today, limitless room; yes, the world will make 
room for the Church which uses its accumulated spiritual 
heritage and vast corporate wealth without stint for all sorts 
of people. This is why I almost envy a man who is ordained 
to the ministry today and who is determined to take heed 
to his ministry. There never was such a chance in all his- 
tory for the Church as there is today. The Church, through 
the minister, may proclaim an ethical gospel which will 
touch all life with authority. It will affect wholesomely the 
art of living together, of working together, of doing business 
together, of playing together, of worshipping together; in 
fact, all civilization. Civilization is only the art of living 
together We think it concerns wealth and polite customs 
and so forth. The world was never so uncivilized as during 
the great war. 

The Church, with its rich accumulation of saintly char- 
acter, of prayer, of sacrament and its organism filled with 
the spirit of God, all resting on the secure foundation of 
Jesus Christ, the chief cornerstone, is able to proclaim an 
ethical gospel of transforming power. The pity is that with 
few exceptions our greatest efforts have been academic and 
of so little interest as to be not even of front page value. 
While we are busy here and there the man is almost gone. 
I know the ministers are but men but they are ordained 
men and they can never be the same after that. Churches 
seem just churches but they are the churches of Jesus Christ. 
Can we not make the world realize that? We can and we 
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must. We will if we take heed to our ministry, which we 
have received in the Lord that we fulfil it. 

What about the man who has received this ministry? He 
must be prepared to work hard and receive little money for 
it. What a wholesome example that really is for a luxury- 
loving, money-mad world. Ministers ruin their usefulness if 
they are ever thinking about the bigger parish with the 
larger salary, if they desire weddings to collect the fees, if 
they conduct funerals and send in bills for services ren- 
dered, even with “Please remit” stamped on them. If the 
minister is not ready to go anywhere, do anything, be indif- 
ferent to salary and promotion, endure hardship, be ever- 
lastingly patient about it and stay where he is until God 
obviously calls him, then the ministry is no place for him. 
He is too full of the world spirit himself to be able to fight 
against the world. Comfortable rectories, livings, adoring 
parishioners have sapped that hardness of fiber which 
should be characteristic of the minister. He should not get 
tired too easily nor quit too soon. If he can not match his 
energy with the world’s energy, let him not be ordained. 
The world being what it is, and the Church needed as it is, 
then a man can find today no such opportuntiy for every 
talent and power of his being as he can in the ministry. To 
wear yourself out for your fellowman in ministering to him, 
to be poor for him and to pour out a life for him is the joy 
and thrill that Jesus felt when He said that He came to min- 
ister and to give His life for many. 

May I say to you who are to be ordained at this service 
how glad I am for you that God has chosen you to serve in 
the ministry. He has seen something in you which you may 
not even know yourselves, which makes you invaluable to 
Him. Watch, pray, read, study, observe, visit, preach, take 
delight in the sacraments, be fearless, be patient, be loving. 
Let your gospel be the gospel of Jesus Christ which lays bare 
the injustices and falsities of the modern world and then 
heals them with its grace. Take heed to your ministry that 
you may fulfil it and may God ever be with you, my friends 
and brothers in the Lord. Amen. 


Noted Editor Visits Diocese 


The Rev. Guy Emery Shipler, D. D., editor of The Church- 
man, made a brief visit to the Diocese of California last 
month. 

Dr. Shipler preached the Convocation sermon at Calvary 
Church, Santa Cruz. It was a stirring, prophetic message set- 
ting forth the great need of moral and spiritual leadership 
for these times. 

At the annual luncheon meeting of the Alumni Association 
of the Church Divinity School, Dr. Shipler spoke of the need 
of preserving the freedom of the press in these days when 
the power of money is encroaching upon every form of 
freedom. 

On the evening of May 14 an informal dinner was held in 
honor of Dr. Shipler. At this dinner several plans for pro- 
moting the interests of The Churchman were discussed. It 
was the unanimous sentiment that in order to have the ut- 
most freedom an independent journal must not be in any 
direct or indirect way the voice of official Church organiza- 
tions nor be dependent upon the approval of economic pow- 
ers whose financial support is needed to publish the paper. 

Preliminary plans were suggested for the formation of a 
group of “Churchman Associates,” whose contributions can 
express the spirit of sacrificial service for the cause of free- 
dom of the religious press.

Will some psychologist work out the 
formula indicating the ratio between the effect of ordina- 
tion to the priesthood and consecration to the episcopate in 
elevating a man to a state of mind above and beyond that of 
ordinary humanity? We have observed many very human 
priests, many who would never be taken for priests at all. 
But the number of human bishops is very much smaller.
